Madison, Wis., March 11, 1919

Dear Sir: 


We are In receipt of your loiter of 


March 6 asking If a bill 
has 
been 


passed or if there uro any bills now 
before the present Wisconsin Legis- 
lature pertaining to tho pollution of 
tho Wisconsin River by 'industrial 
waste of the plants located on said 
river, 
There is a bill 
before 
the 


legislature covering the pollution of 
all streams In the stale 
from 
any 


cause whatsoever, also covering all 
matters pertaining to tho 
sanitary 


conditions through.the entire state 
and .authorizing %he Stale-Board'-'6f 
Hoaith lo enforce the edicts of the 
law. 
Will say for your* information 


however, that wo hold a mooting of 
all of tho pulp, paper, sulphite and 
sulphate mill owners of the state in 
Milwaukee a week ago last Friday, 
Thoro wero over fifty mill owners 
or representatives present and 
tho 


matter of stream pollution was ta- 
ken up and 
discussed 
thoroughly. 


We are working out a plan for tak- 
ing care of the chemical pollution, 
also the solid mattor connected with 
the Industrial waste of tho mills that 
are being deposited In 
the 
river. 


You will find that 'during this'sum- 
mer every mill located on the Wis- 
consin Hiver, whether it be a paper, 
sulphite, sulphate or pulp mill, will 
bo equipped with the necessary ma- 
chinery for disposing of their waste 
as required by law.. 
This is <a very hard 
proposition 


as there is not a mill In the United 
States that Is equipped for properly 
taking care of tholr waste and the 
working out of tho plan is a tremen- 
dous task, but wo are woll on tho 
way with it and believe that we will 
bo able to begin installing them by 
tho llrst of July.

New York, March f>.—On the eve of 


his return to Paris President Wilson 
told an audience of 5.1100 persons In 
the Metropolitan opera house that he 
was convinced that the majority of the. 
people were In llavor of Hie league of 
nations. 


The league, 'he asserted, Is the only 


means of assuring permanent peace. 
It Is meant, he wild, as a notice to all 
outlaw nations that they must not at- 
tempt liny such enterprise as Germany 
had attempted. 


(Trifles of tin' covenant, he said, evi- 


dently hail m>t observed the temper of 
the world or the temper of the boys in 
khaki. 
"Those boys," he salil, "went 


over there with the feeling that they 
were sacredly bound to tho realization 
of those Ideals." 


The president spoke In his usual 


carefully 
modulated tones, but now 


and then, carried away by Interest In 
his subject, raised his voice almost to 
n shout as he emphasized some telling 
point. lie was frequently Interrupted 
by applause. 
The 
audience clearly 


-.WH.H In sympathy with him and with 
his plan for making war impossible In 
the future. 


Ills opening assertion, "I won't come 


buck till It's over, over there," won 
tlie approval of his hearers and lie 
was compelled to halt for more than a 
minute until tlie applause had subsid- 
ed. Throughout, he spoke without ref- 
erence to notes or nmniiscript. 


There was deafening applause at the 


conclusion "f 
tin.- speech when 
the 


president, speaking of ttu: alms of tlu> 
conference, said : 


"I'loil give us the strength ami vision 


to do it. wisely, 
(iocl give us tlie priv- 


ilege nf knowing that we ilhl it with- 
out counting the cost and niecause we 
were true Americans, lovers of liberty 
mid of the right." 


Mr. T n f l , In Ills speech, Indorsed the 


president's plans t'or a league of na- 
tions. 
The practicability of the pro- 


posed .covenant was explained by Mr. 
T u f t . The boycott, he asserted, would 
lie an 
ofl'oeiive weapon against any 


nation refusing to abide by decisions 
of the league. 


The Monroe doctrine. Mr. Taft said, 


had been subjected to many varying 
Interpretations. 


"f have no objection t" p u t t i n g into 


the covenant of Hie leagm 


AN INTERESTED SPECTATOR 
'We have been hearing for all these 


weary months that this agony of war 
has tasted of the sinister purpose of 
the- central empires. The Austro-Hun- 
garlan empire has gone to pieces and 
the Turkish empire has disappeared 
(Applause) and the nations that ef- 
fected that great result—for it was a 
result of liberation—are now responsi- 
ble us the trustees of the assets of 
those great nations. 
(Applause). 


"One of the things that the league of 


nations Is Intended to watch Is the 
course of intrigue. 
Intrigue 
cannot 


stand publicity and if the league of 
nations were nothing but a great de- 
bating society It would kill Intrigue. 
It Is one of the agreements of this 
covenant that It Is the friendly right 
of every nation a member of the 
league, to cull attention to anything 
that It thinks will disturb the peace of 
the world, no matter where that thing 
is occurring.

White House conference of governors 
on 
peace-time business and 
labor 


problems. President Wilson promised 
that the federal 
government would 


consider itself 
the servant of the 


states, municipalities and counties In 
solving readjustment 
problems, and 


would perform its duty guided by sug- 
gestions of the conference. 


The president said he hoped the con- 


ference discussion would assume a 
wide range, including means of restor- 
ing labor conditions to a normal ba- 
sis as soon as possible. 


Touching upon the peace confer- 


ence he said the conferees at Paris, 
regarded themselves only as servants 
of about 700,000,000 people of the 
world and not as their masters. 


The president said: 
"I -ivish that I could promise myself 


the pleasure and the profit of taking 
part In your deliberations. I find that 
nothing deliberate is permitted 
me 


since my return. 
I have been trying, 


under the guidance of my secretary, 
Mr.' Tumulty, to do a month's work in 
a week, and I am hoping that not all 
of it lias been done badly, but Inas- 
much as there Is a necessary pressure 
upon my time. I know that you will 
excuse me from taking a part in your 
conference, much as I should be profit- 
ed by doing so. 


"My pleasant duty is to bid you a 


hearty welcome and to express my 
gratification that so many executives 
of cities nnd of states have found 
the time and the inclination to come 
together on the very important mat- 
ter we have to discuss. 


"The primary duty of caring for 


our people in the intimate matters that 
we want to discuss here, of course, 
falls upon the states and upon the 
municipalities, and tho function of the 
federal government is to do what It 
is trying to <lo in a conference of this 
sort—draw the executive minds of 
the country together so that they may 
profit by each other's suggestions and 
plans, and so that we may oll'et^our 
services to co-ordinnto their efforts In 
any way that they may deem it wise 
to co-ordinate. In other words, it is 
the privilege of the federal govern- 
ment iu matters of this sort to be Ihe 
servant of rlie executives of the states 
and municipalities and counties, and 
we shall perform that' duty with the 
greatest pleasure if you will guide us 
with your suggestions." 


Secretary Wilson presided at the 


morning session. In opening the con- 
ference lie urged a program of co- 
operation between states and munici- 
palities, aided by the federal govern- 
ment, that would lead toward stabili- 
zation, of labor.

Will Guarantee Prices to Farmers. 


.Success with the national "after the war farm 


scheme" depends largely on what kind of a price 
guarMiitee the government will be willing to give 
the farmer for his princip;kl crops. The depart- 
ment of fond production has it in mind to ask for 
certain fixed prices that will run through a term 
of lit least ten years. 
Ft Is believed that at least 


a decade will be required to llrmly establish the 
new era. anil In the meantime give the farmer a 
fair deal. 


"The farmer is not greedy," Sir C'harlos Fielding, 


himself n fnrmer, declared the other clay. 
"We 


must ivmeinlH'r the farmer lias his living to make 
iind he bus a right to reasonable security, and to 
the assurance that ho will gel a fair return for his 
work and Ills expenditure. 
I believe that the im- 


portance of agriculture is being realized in this 
country at last. If it bad been realized In the first 
year of the war we should never have known such 
perilous times as those through which we have 
passed. 
But we got through somehow und the 


prospects are better now." 


Sir Charles Is constantly pointing out thnt big 


crop production here In _Kng!nnd is going to be 
ocir of the factors in settling the nation's war debt. 


He has warned that 
Knglaml "must not go 


>>ack to her old ways anil spend three hundred 
million'; n year for imported food. 
Our exports 


would have'to pay for Unit food before they paid 
for nnj1 thing else, und It would be an utterly un- 
necessary expenditure. 
The food Is here In our 


own country, only waiting to bu taken out of the 
soil." 
It was In March, 1017, just before America 


declared war on Ger- 
many, that the British 
government 
foresaw 


grave difficulties • with 
the food s i t u a t i o n 
should 
the 
war 
last 


much longer. 
And it 


was quite evident that 
the 
war 
would 
last 


"quite some time," as 
the British phrase it. 
Amei'Icnp strength on 
the battle front, and 'in 
ship 
building, 
could 


not

many months. 


About that time the 


war-food 
p r o g r a m 


started In real earnest. 


Attentisn Turned to Tractor. 


Lord Leo it was who suggested the tractor 


scheme for breaking up the .soil of farms then 
suffering from the shortage in horses (50 per 
cent of farm horses were in the army) and for 
plowing up the grass lands of the big estates. 
It was- in the minds of all those men connected 
with the food production department to make 
1918 UIH banner crop year in England's history. 


Originally it was planned to adopt a small 


tractor as n standard, and turn them out by the 
thousand in British factories standardized. Some 
0,000 would be needed to do the job thoroughly, 
it was thought. 
Sudden urgent demands on the 


factories 
for 
increased supplies of 
munitions 


caused the abandonment of the first plan, and 
tho next step was to order the. first shipment of 
small tractors from America. 


Weeks and -months were lost testing out the 


Initial lot of machines and then, after a desirable 
model had been developed', came the. terrible win- 
ter of 101S in America tying up railroad trans- 
portation and preventing the shipment of ma- 
chines that should have been at that very moment 
engaged in turning over the soil of some ducal 
estate perhaps. 


Actual shipment of 1,500 tractors was made in 


America., • No more reached England in time to 
be of service in preparing for tlie 1918 crop. 
So 


every possible kind of mechanical .power was 
mobilized to haul plows. 
Some giant machines 


built for hauling heavy artillery in Russia were 
trundled out to the English fields aud performed 
excellent service. 


Ancient sets of "stonni tackle" were inspected, 


quickly repaired and put 'to work. 
Sometimes 


two engines1 are used on a ifleld, one at each end 
of the "furrow. 
The idea is to keep the heavy 


weight of the engine off the ground that is to 
be put under cultivation for tlie reason that, past 
experience had shown, the engine's weight acted 
us a press on certain kinds of chalky, sticky 
English soil, causing the plow to turn up large 
solkl square chunks of enrth that were absolute 
fixtures in the field week .on end. These chunks, 
when struck by a sledge [Jammer, gave forth a 
dull kind of thud and the hammer left a small 
indentation. 1 


Sometimes, In the dry days of 'May usually, 


one month after the planting season is over, the 
chunks automatically crumble overnight, leaving 
a perfectly level field that has apparently been 
cultivated Into dust 


The "steam tackles" worked all fall and winter 


making ready for the 3918 crop, and, all told, 
plowed up a million and a quarter acres of soil. 
Tho tractors, that Is the gasoline rigs, small and 
large, plowed up something like a .million acres 
last year. 


Approximately two-thirds of the land In Eng- 


land is held In ths big parks and estates. It Is 
in the remaining third that the war marvels of 
food production were accomplished. 


'At first glance it appears manifestly unfair 


thnt so small ni\ amount of the park lands was 
put 1o work. 
As :i matter of fact the whole 


matter was handled with thorough British jus- 
tice; wherever park lands were-found that should 
have been plowed, the land was plowed. 
More 


will be cultivated in peace time, it is generally 
believed. 


In order to satisfy a popular demand in some 


sections thousands of acres of grass lauds were 
plowed uneconomically, largely for the purpose 
of conducting the "more-food crusade" in a man- 
ner that appeared fair to the smaller landholders. 


There is talk now, and the plan will probably 


be carried 'out, of bringing tlie ducal parks, with 
large wooded areas, into a general scheme of pro- 
ductive forestry in order to increase the national 
resources. 
The earl of Selbourne's plan, which 


follows, appears popular, however. 
On many of 


the old places venerable trees were sacrificed 
during the war to fill the need for lumber. 


Special Committee Makes Investigation. 


At the direction of the British gpyernment a 


special committee, headed by -fhe earl of Sel- 
bou'rne, has investigated the whole farming situ- 
ation in England and has submitted its report. 


It is interesting to note that the committee 


asks for the provision of good cottages for agri- 
cultural laborers with ample gardens attached to 
them. 


Hereafter, If the recommendations of the com- 


mittee are carried out, the state will see to it that 
no laud suitable for farming will be used for golf 
links. 


"It must be clearly understood," the report 


reads, "that henceforth bad farming is n danger 
to tlie-state, and that the waste of good land on 
game or games is inconsistent with' patriotism. 
There will be plenty of room for game or golf, 
but too much game, or golf links carved out of fat 
land, make an inroad on the production of -food- 
stnfCs which can no longer be defended." 


Mind you, this admonition is not. addressed to 


England at wnr, but to England at peace, and the 
report as a whole Is an effort to guide Englaud's 
new-found farming industry through the trying 
days of reconstruction. 


Minimum Wage Proposed. 


For tlie farm hand there should be a regulated 


minimum wage 
set 
by duly appointed 
wage 


boards in each administrative county, acting in 
conjunction with the local government officials, as 
well as acting harmoniously with the wage board-* 
in adjoining counties. 


The impartial eye of the committee rests on 


the great estate and park evil, where two-thirds of 
England's acres rest, virtually uncultivated, and 
the recommendation is made, with careful use of 
phraseology- in order to completely cover the case, 
that these untilled -lands be taken over by the 
board of agriculture, acting for the government, 
and a system of crops planted under the direction 
of an expert estate manager. 


Three years' warning should be given the estate 


owner, and then if nothing has been done toward 
actual farming, the estate goes into government 
management for a period of only five.years, how- 
ever.

No Great Rush of Foreign Laborers to 
Europe

EAItS of employers that a great horde of foreign residents of this country 
would race back to Europe with the signing of the armistice have not only 


failed to materialize, figures of the local bureau of the Immigration department 
show, but such anxiety as Is being 
displayed to leave the shores of the 
TT. S. A. does not indicate that any 
great rush may be expected. 


Only 2,374 applications for per- 


mits to go back to European countries 
have been received from aliens by the 
Immigration department here since the 
armistice was signed. Of this number 
more than, one-half of those applying 
either did not obtain permits or did 
not return to take them up. 


Of those applying, about 2,000 were 


Italians, the remainder being scattered among natives of Scandinavian coun- 
tries and of Greece and Great Britain. No permits are granted to enemy aliens. 


"The applications! for permits are but a mere drop in v.he bucket," .says 


H. R. Landis, immigration agent in charge. "After the jmnlsilce the applica- 
tions for permits were rather heavy, but they have dwindled day by d:iy. 


"One reason, perhaps, Is the exceptional difficulty in obtuinlng ship trans- 


portation. As far as I can see, business In this section has no need to worry 
for fear of a shortage In unskilled labor due to an outflow o:t foreigners back 
to their native countries."

New Calendar: Thirteenth Month Added. Lucky?

LANS to save 550,000,000 a year in time, and ?i:5,000,000 In money by the 
addition of a month to the present lli-niontb calendar have been/ Iiinm-hed 


by the American Equal Month association. 
The idea is to divide the year Into 


13 mouths of 28 days each, making 
each month begin with a Monday. Tills, 
of course, will leave one day lying 
around loose in an ordinary year, so It 
Is proposed to make that day New 
Year's day, nn independent legal holi- 
day, located between the last calendar 
day of the previous year and the first 
day of tho following year. 
In leap 


years the extra day will also be made 
an Independent holiday and will p« 
slipped in between two months, where 
It will not be noticed. 
The thirteenth 


month, or rather the extra month under the proposed system, will be called 
'.Liberty," to make the calendar more American, the officials of the associa- 
tion say. Thus, the calendar will read January, February, Liberty, March, etc. 


The saving in money will be through thejabollshment of printed calendars. 


That is where the saving of time and labor will come in, It Is averred. 


The. officers of the association state that the bill has been very carefully 


drawn for presentation to congress, and provides that tlie change will take 
place on Sunday, the first day of 1S22.

no land suitable for fanning will bo used for golf 
links. 


"It must be clearly understood," the report 


rends, "Hint henceforth bad farming Is a danger 
to tho'Stule, and that Hie wasto of good bind nn 
game or games Is Inconsistent with patriotism 
Thuie will be plenty of room foi game or golf, 
but too much game, or golf links carved out of fat 
land, make an Inroad on the production of food- 
stuffs which win no longer be defended." 


Mind you, this admonition Is uot itcldiessod to 


Kngland at wnr, but to tinglimd at pence, and the 
report as a whole Is an effort to guide lOngland's 
new-found farming industiy tluough the trying 
dujs of reconstruction.
